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Council candidates address ‘abysmal’ meter issue 


A packed audience at 
the community centre 
Wednesday heard candi¬ 
dates for the Oct. 27 
municipal election talk 
about everything from 
water rates to ward sys¬ 
tems as they responded to 
written questions submit¬ 
ted earlier in the evening. 

Candidates running for 
council - eight will be 
elected - were invited to 
the stage in two groupings 
by organizer Janice 
Thomson, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Chamber of 
Commerce, who picked 
questions that were direct¬ 
ed at either new candi¬ 
dates or incumbents. 

The Town debacle over 
new $500,000 parking 
meters popped up for all 



the meeting - Dennis Dick 
and Maria Bau-Coote were 
both out of town and 
unable to attend. 

Meters haven't been 
working efficiently since 
they were installed, a 
major concern to business 
owners who are being told 
by angry tourists that they 

Don MacDougall said 
several communities simi¬ 
lar to Niagara-on-the-Lake 
are rethinking parking 
meters. He suggested look 
ing into how other tourist 
destinations, such as 
Ellicottville in New York, 
manage without meters. 

“There has to be a bet¬ 
ter way of dealing with 
this. Parking meters are 
not fostering admiration.”

Paolo Miele said he

He suggested looking 
at council and senior staff 
to determine why they 

Martin Mazza agreed 
an apology was called for, 
and apologized to the 
business community for 
having meters installed 
that were faulty. The extent 
of the problem has been 
misrepresented, he said, 
“and it should have been 
fixed. I’m sorry. It will be 
fixed.” 

Tourism is so “incredi¬ 
bly important to this com¬ 
munity," said John Wiens. 
“The meters should have 
been bagged weeks ago. I 
don't know why we bought 
these meters." 

A question about reno¬ 
vations at the town hall in 
Virgil, which were intend¬ 
ed to increase security and 
public service, drew pas¬ 
sioned responses from 
candidates and reactions 
from the audience. 

"I don’t like it," said 
Mazza. “It’s lost the home¬ 
town feel, where residents 
can come in and talk to 
whoever they need to talk 
to and take care of busi¬ 
ness. We’ve gone over¬ 
board with this system - 
$700,000 the town spent 
and in my opinion it was 
money wasted,” he said, to 
the largest round of 
applause for the evening. 

“I’ve been told it’s an 
issue of security,” said 
Wiens, to laughter from 
the audience. 

“But it's difficult to 
comprehend why. Senior 
staff need to begin work¬ 
ing with the community to 
get problems solved.” 

“I look around and see 
grey hair,” said Rekrut, 
questioning the need for 
security. 

"We’re not that sophis¬ 


ticated.” 

Moody said he sees it as 
another barrier for resi¬ 
dents and he's sorry to see 
that happen. “Yes security 
is an issue but we need to 
know what details moti¬ 
vated the change.” 

Security needs have 
changed, said Zalepa. “I’m 
not saying it’s perfect,” he 
added - people need to 
feel their government is 
accessible.” 

Miele suggested the 
town hall operates in a 
“lock-down" mode, with 
residents kept away from 
staff, making access to 
planning information dif¬ 
ficult. He’d like to see staff 
more accessible. 

Also posed to candi¬ 
dates was whether the 
town needs an indoor 

Yes, said Wiens, who 
predicted it could happen 
in the next three to four 

The town is almost at 
the population level - 
20,000 - that could sup¬ 
port an indoor pool with 
user fees and not tax dol¬ 
lars, he said, suggesting it 
could be beside the com¬ 
munity centre, and would 
be a great addition for 
seniors especially. 

"I think it's on the hori¬ 
zon,” said Wiens. 

“I'm in favor of an 
indoor pool,” said 
O'Connor. “It would have 
great therapeutic value.” 

“I have no objection to 
a self-sustaining swim¬ 
ming pool,” said Moody, 
suggesting that if there is 
going to be one, he'd like 
St. Davids to be consid¬ 
ered as a location. 

“We don’t have a lot of 
infrastructure out there.”

Miele was the first to push an 
indoor pool through social 
media, and has asked council 
to consider it in the past, "but it 
would need to be fiscally 
responsible,” he said. The 
YMCA has indicated support, 
and if it would run the day-to- 
day operations, “we can do it.” 

Candidates were asked to 
stand up if they support expan¬ 
sion of the Town's transit sys¬ 
tem - most said expansion is 
necessary both for die benefit 
of residents and because it will 
help when Niagara lobbies for 
GO trains to the region. 

“The Niagara Region and 
municipalities need to get 
together to create a regional 
system,” said Disero. 

"We need to get our act 
together in NOTL , to connect 
to the region and to the rest of 
the province.” 

But Don MacDougall cau¬ 
tioned, “be careful what you 
wish for. We are a community of 
five different communities, and 
people come here to get away.” 

The high cost of water rates 
was also questioned, directed 
at incumbents. Collard 


explained that following the 
Walkerton tragedy, “the prov¬ 
ince changed the rules for the 
way we do water, not just in 
NOTL,” ensuring municipal 
water rates cover the costs of 
keeping drinking water safe. An 
“aggressive campaign” to 
replace watermains across the 
municipality has also been 
expensive, Collard said. 

Jamie King said the Town 
has been examining water loss 
through faulty lines and through 
theft “to ensure we’re as effi¬ 
cient as we can be.” 

"We have a responsibility to 
look at what the region is doing,” 
said Terry Flynn. "It’s a two-tier 
system." 

Another question asked 
whether residents in St. Davids 
and Niagara-on-the-Green, 
neighborhoods that have their 
own struggles, might be better 
served by a ward system. 

King, who has worked with 
Glendale residents to solve 
some of their issues, said he 
isn’t a fan of ward systems - 
they can create division and 
parochialism, with representa¬ 
tives looking after short-term 
interests. Instead, he suggested 
all councillors should work 


harder to address the needs of 
those neighborhoods. “I think 
there are many steps we can 
take to do a better job of that." 

While a ward system might 
sound good or look good on 
pager, said Don MacDougall, it 
doesn’t work in small commu¬ 
nities. A ward representative 
would be "a voice in the wilder¬ 
ness. It would be disastrous.” 

But Bill Cowie disagreed. 
He’s had experience with the 
ward system, he said, and “I 
think makes for better account¬ 
ability. * 

The future of the Regent St. 
lawnbowling property was also 
a question for candidates - it’s 
been rezoned for residential 
lots, which have been for sale 
for about two years. But the lots 
haven’t sold, and there is still a 
strong interest in keeping the 
property for greenspace. 

Terry Flynn, who voted for 
the lots to be sold, said the rev¬ 
enue was intended to offset 
some of the costs of the com¬ 
munity centre. But since they 
haven’t sold, he said, "let’s 
revisit it.” 

Collard, who also supported 
the sale, said "its time for coun¬ 
cil to revisit the issue and see 


that. 

King, who voted against the 
sale from its earliest steps, said 
he would “fully support" keep¬ 
ing it as greenspace. 

Yes, said Disero, the Town 
should keep the Regent. St. 
property - also the Department 
of National Defence property 
and Parliament Oak property 
“should be kept in our hands in 
perpetuity.” 

Yes, agreed Aucterlonie - 
there are some really “excep¬ 
tional, responsible, apropos, 
perfect” uses for the property. 
There are some really unique 
land uses for green space in the 
world, he said. “We can do 
that.” 

A question about Niagara- 
on-the-Green and a report that 
has been sitting on the shelf 
rather than being used to solve 
problems in the neighborhood, 
including parking, traffic and 
noise, quickly turned into a 
council versus staff issue. 

Council is residents’ link to 
staff, said Disero, and council 
should have been pushing staff 
to follow through on the report. 

BCing said he chaired the 
committee that provided that 
report, and he’s proud of it. “But 
am I happy with the state of 
affairs today? Absolutely not. 
I’m abhorred by what I see on 
the streets.” 

Town staff, said Aucterlonie, 
is dysfunctional. “You never get 
your answer and you never get 
your problem solved.” 

Collard said he’s knocked on 
every door in the neighbor¬ 
hood, and has heard there are 
still parking issues. “We must 
work more consistently with 
Niagara-on-the-Green resi- 

Cowie, a former police offi¬ 
cer, said he has dealt with simi¬ 
lar issues. “You need a council¬ 
lor who will ride herd on these 
issues until the problem is 

Flynn said regional and pro¬ 
vincial policies on rentals are 
part of the problem and it can 
be a matter of determining who 
is responsible. The Town, he 
said, has put a noise bylaw and 
a property standards bylaw in 
place, but the problem is it’s a 
24/7 problem, and Town bylaw 
officers only work during the

At the first two advance polls, 
about 1,000 voters turned out - up 
from four years ago, with one more 
advance poll still to go. 

We’ve had three all-candidates 
meetings in town, at the commu¬ 
nity centre, in Queenston and in St. 
Davids, and all facilities were 
packed, standing room only. 

Although the format for each 
meeting was different, they were all 
good opportunities to learn about 
the candidates, and the one com¬ 
ment we hear repeatedly is the 
strength of some of the candidates 
hoping to win a council seat from 
the incumbents. 

That is true of the school board 
trustees as well, and it's hard to 
imagine there could be a munici¬ 
pality more dissatisfied with the 
public school board than ours, but 


we know our municipality has a 
difficult time with board elections, 
overpowered by the much larger 
voter base of St. Catharines. 

Now, it’s all over but the voting. 

We’ve tried to provide lots of 
information to ease the decision¬ 
making process and ensure voters 
are well-informed. 

There are also websites for most 
candidates, and they all have 
allowed us to publish phone num¬ 
bers and email addresses. If you’re 
not sure about how to vote - reach 
out with your questions. 

It's your task - some see it as a 
duty, others a right or privilege - to 
help steer the direction of the town, 
the region and the education of 
your kids and grandkids over the 
next four years, but it’s best to do so 
from a informed position.

Regarding planning, 
Darte said an urban plan 
design must cover every¬ 
thing, but it's not enough 
to have a plan - it must be 
enforced. 

Eke said the town has 
an Official Plan, and 
bylaws to enforce it, as 
well as a community heri¬ 
tage committee to make 
sure plans are correct.

laugh from the audience. 

“The intention was 
positive,” he said, explain¬ 
ing that visitors could be 
parked near one meter 
and add money to anoth¬ 
er meter at the other end 
of town. 

He indicated the coin 
problem - meters weren’t 
accepting older coins - 
has been fixed and credit 


cards not accepted are 
“overdrawn or cancelled.”

Regional candidates differ 
on reducing policing costs

Gary Burroughs and Dave Lepp 
are no strangers to debate - the two 
men vied for the role of regional 
councillor four years ago, and both 
are hoping to win the position in 
the upcoming Oct. 27 municipal 
election. 

In the 2010 election, Burroughs 
won by a little more than 200 votes, 
but after he was elected regional 
chair, the town council appointed 
Lepp to the regional council seat. 

Policing, roads and bicycle lanes, 
transit and water rates were issues 
for the two to debate at the 
Wednesday all-candidates meeting 
at the community centre, hosted by 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Burroughs said chief on his to-do 
list if elected is continuing the fight 
to keep Parliament Open, and to 
keep hospital beds in the commu¬ 
nity - he has expressed hope that 
the regional seniors residence in 
town, Upper Canada Lodge, which 
is due for renovation, could include 
some of the beds the hospital will 

He also will continue to work on 
the GO Train or other rail service, 
hoping to have something running 
by next summer, he said, calling 
service to Niagara “a game chang- 

Lepp said substandard regional 
roads and bicycle lanes are a prior¬ 
ity, including Lakeshore Rd., which 
he labeled "very dangerous” for 
cyclists, and Four Mile Creek Rd.

“Some of our regional roads 
are despicable,” he said, adding 
he hopes to see action carried 
out soon, “although it won’t be 
soon enough for bicycle riders.” 

In answer to a question about 
water rates, Burroughs 
explained that the region charg¬ 
es the same for water to all 
municipalities, but the water 
bill, which includes sewer 
charges, "is complicated," sug¬ 
gesting residents need to better 
understand the region's role in 
determining costs. 


Lepp agreed there is “no sim¬ 
ple solution,” when 90% of water 
rates are a fixed cost. "There's 
very little left to play with that 
would make an impact on com¬ 
munities,” he said. 

In response to a question 
about transit expansion within 
the municipality, Lepp said it's 
not a regional responsibility, 
but the region is still working on 
“how transit fits into the region 
role. We are involved in con¬ 
necting routes with the bigger 
cities,” he said, suggesting hubs 
in other communities could be 
a solution. 


"I agree with connectivity 
with the region,” aid Burroughs. 
“We need it to have GO here.” 

When asked about reducing 
the size of regional council by 
having only mayors as munici¬ 
pal representatives, both 
Burroughs and Lepp endorsed 
the current makeup of regional 
government. 

"I believe 31 people on 
regional council is a good num¬ 
ber,” said Burroughs, adding it 
means better representation 
from across the region. 

“Regional councilors con¬ 
nect with constituents and bring 
their issues to the table 
- that’s 31 people bring¬ 


ing input and insight. I believe 
it should be the size it is now.” 

Lepp said mayors bring the 
perspective of their municipali¬ 
ties to the table, the local feel, 
and regional councillors bring a 
different perspective. 

But the two men have a dif¬ 
ferent opinion on how to fix the 
high cost of policing. 

Burroughs says the OPP bill¬ 
ing model is not the answer - 
the OPP are the highest-paid in 
the province. As a member of 
the Niagara Regional Police 
board, he said, he believes the 
overall high cost of policing can 
be reduced. 

But Lepp says he will push 


for equal distribution of costs 
across the region - since every¬ 
one receives the same service, 
“we need equal billing.”

Trustees from both English 
and French, public and Catholic 
boards were invited. 

Trustee candidates were also 
asked their opinion about wheth¬ 
er there were enough students to 
have a high school in town, fol¬ 
lowing a proposal by mayoral 
candidate Pat Darte to the 
Catholic school board. 

Bradnam, an incumbent 
trustee, said leading to the high 
school closure almost five years 
ago, Eden High School, which 
began as a religious school across 
the street from the former 
Niagara District Secondary 
School, could have been the 
solution - the board should have 
been approached with the 
request that Eden move to NDSS, 

Ajandi said education should 
be a “local right,” and schools are 
necessary to a community to 
keep it vital and to attract young 
families. 

Fera objected to the proposal 
because it suggests students 
from Grade 7 to 12 could be 


incorporated in a high school. 

"Elementary school students 
are not sufficiently developed to 
be part of high school,” he said. 

Crouch said she was support¬ 
ive of the proposal. "The DSBN 
hasn’t done any favors to this 
town, closing five schools in five 

Enough votes for new trustees 
could make a difference in the 
future, she said. 

Young, a Newfoundland 
native, said she’s seen schools 
with Grades 7 to 12 and she 
doesn’t see a problem with that. 
“Every town should have its own 
school,” she said. 

Fast, an incumbent on the 
board and Niagara-on-the-Lake 
resident, said the board struggles 
with school populations of 250. 

"We like to see 400 to 500 stu¬ 
dents, 1 ' he said, adding thatwould 
only work with co-operation 
between boards. But the real 
solution, he said, is if the people 
at Queen’s Park are listening - 
then there’s hope, he said. 

Atamanyk was not a trustee 
last term, but was when the deci¬ 
sion was made to close NDSS, 


which he voted against. He main¬ 
tained then, and does still, that 
the vote was not binding, because 
it was a reconsideration of an 
earlier decision, so requires a 
two-thirds majority. The school, 
he says, “is still open legally.” 

Campbell said that decision 
was a matter of numbers - that “if 
we had the numbers, that would 
be the impetus to build a new 
school in NOTL, if the ministry 
accepted it.” 

Closing a school, said 
Atamanyk, “is ripping the heart 
out of a community.” The only 
way to prevent it, he said, is for 
the people of the community, 
like Parliament Oak supporters, 
to "take action and not put up 
with that crap.” 

Creativity is the answer, said 
first-time trustee hopeful Young. 
There are so many things a com¬ 
munity needs that can be oper¬ 
ated out of a school safely, 
including a senior centre or day 
care, she said, making it a “total 
hub for all students." 

Several other candidates, 
including Bradnam, Fera and 
Ajandi, supported using school

their turns. 


space to host other agencies. 

A school used as a community 
hub is funded by the ministry, 
said Crouch, but there isn’t one 
in the DSBN that receives money 
for that purpose, agreeing that 
could be a solution to declining 
enrolment. 

Joy Janzen, a member of CARE 
(Citizens for Accountable and 
Responsible Education], at the 
meeting to ask questions and 
hear answers, said it was appar¬ 
ent from their responses that 


some of the candidates are not 
familiar with the situation in 
NOTL. 

"The focus for several respons¬ 
es was on declining enrolment, 
which for me highlights they are 
not fully aware that our chal¬ 
lenge in Old Town has been 
about dispersed enrolment prob¬ 
lems created by programming 
issues,” said Janzen. "We have 
the kids, we just need time to 
reverse the problems created 
from negative programming.”

When the question of 
school closures came up, 


most candidates agreed 
the DSBN doesn’t take 
community needs into 

“Civic input only works 
when the members of the 
board listen to that input,” 
said Crouch. 

“I don’t think they do 

She said the board 
needs to do more to make 
schools vital parts of a 
community by partnering 
with community groups 
that would use the build¬ 
ings. Such activity would 
have to be taken into 
account before a school is 
closed. 

Atamanyk, a previous 
member of the DSBN, 
said the board “rips 
schools” out of communi¬ 
ties leaving them “fam¬ 
ished.” 

Fast, the only incum¬ 
bent present to answer 
for the board, insisted 
that “the worst of the 
pressure to close schools 
is over,” and the future of 
the DSBN is going to be 
more stable than the last 
few years, which saw sev¬ 
eral schools closed.

DSBN asked

St. Davids Public 
School will be used as 
a polling station in the 
upcoming municipal 
election, despite the 
public school board’s 
preference for keeping 
the voting public out 
of their schools. 

Last March, the 
public school board 
asked Niagara munici¬ 
palities not to use 
public elementary 
schools in the Oct. 27 
municipal election. 

A letter sent to 
municipalities said the 
board felt a learning 
environment for stu¬ 
dents must be safe, 
said board spokesper¬ 
son Brett Sweeney. 

In recent years the 
DSBN has initiated 
safety protocols such 
as lock-down drills, 
locked doors, video 
surveillance and 
requiring visitors to 
sign in. School secre- 

says Sweeney. 

Ministry funding 
for safety measures 
came about after the 
December 2012 trage¬ 
dy at Sandy Hook 
Elementary School in 


Newtown, 
Connecticut, and since 
then the school board 
requires doors to be 
locked while class Is in 
session. 

On election day, 
said Sweeney, "there 
is a greater amount of 
access to schools, with 
access not controlled 
by the school.” 

The Niagara 

Catholic District 

School Board decided 
that while it shared 
concerns about stu¬ 
dents safety, the edu¬ 
cation value of having 
polling stations within 
its elementary schools 
is too important to 
pass up, and decided 
that it could ensure 
safety while visitors 
are at the school. 

The Ontario 
Elections Act states 
that if a municipality 
requires a school for a 
polling stations, they 
have the right to use it, 
and although the pub¬ 
lic school board’s pref- 

palities to find another 
location, “we’d honor 
that,” said Sweeney. 

The Town of NOTL 
approached the school 
board about using St. 
Davids Public School 
because there was 
nothing else nearby 
that was appropriate, 
said town spokesper¬ 
son Dawn Mclnnis. 

“St. Davids School 
was the only accessi¬ 
ble option we had at 
the time our election 


polls were deter¬ 
mined. It Is the only 
school property we are 
using as a polling sta¬ 
tion in this election," 
said Mclnnis. 

Following discus¬ 
sions with die DSBN, 
“the Town was issued 
a permit to use the 
facility." 

A bylaw enforce¬ 
ment officer will be at 
the site during the day 
when the students are 
in class and when the 
doors are locked to 
help facilitate voting 
by the public, she

the school to vote, said 
Sweeney, although not 
necessarily bylaw offi-

The store is divided into 
sections representing 
activities, explains Fisher - 
a boat showroom will 
occupy one side at the 
front and borders on a 
marine accessory area and 
fishing equipment, the 
mural on the back wall of 
that area representing 
Niagara Falls and the 
Niagara River. 

A giant fresh-water glass 
aquarium and waterfall, 
flanked by cement boul¬ 
ders, will be stocked with 
native fish, including bass, 
walleye, trout, perch and 
muskie, says Fisher - some 
caught in the Niagara River, 
others imported. 

The aquarium is the 
main feature at the end of 
the centre aisle of the store, 
which he refers to as the 
clerestory - an architectur¬ 
al feature that incorporates 
a raised roof and large win- 

It’s intended to be a dra¬ 


matic attraction to draw 
the focus of customers 
from the main doors after 
they take in the rustic two- 
storey, lodge-like lobby, 
with a grand stone fire¬ 
place as the focal point. 

“The main entrance will 
be something spectacular," 
said Fisher. 

The middle section of 
the store, he said, will cel¬ 
ebrate Canada, the side 
aisles the Niagara Region. 

The hunting and gun 
section is bordered by 
another striking mural, 
this one with mounted 
white-tail deer completing 
the tableau - all murals are 
painted by artists who 
work from their own pho¬ 
tographs taken locally, 
Fisher said. 

Each section will offer 
free workshops and semi¬ 
nars throughout the year, 
given by local experts for 
those who want to learn or 
improve on an outdoor 
skill.

The gathering takes 
place Wednesday to Friday 
at White Oaks in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

It brings together lead¬ 
ers from business, aca¬ 
demics, non-profits, First 
Nations and government 
and features roundtables 
with Ontario cabinet min¬ 
isters. 

Events also include stra¬ 
tegic breakout sessions, 
and leaders’ networking 
events. 

Of particular note this 
year is a Friday-morning 
discussion with Ontario 
premier Kathleen Wynne 
and Quebec’s premier 
Philippe Couillard. 


That talk is billed as a 
“candid discussion” 
reflecting on the impor¬ 
tance of an economically 
strong central Canada. 

Sessions at the 11th 

nized by the Ontario 
Chamber of Commerce — 
will include a focus on the 
economic impact and leg¬ 
acy of the 2015 Pan Am 
and Parapan games to be 
held in the GTA and 
Niagara. 

Bruce Heyman, the U.S. 
ambassador to Canada, 
will also reflect on the state 
of this country’s trade rela¬ 
tionship with its southern 
neighbour. 

Another focus of the 
Ontario Chamber of 
Commerce-organized 
gathering is on ways to 
encourage sustained, high¬ 
er growth in the province.

Stirring up hornet’s nest 
results in close call

Glenn Brazeau has never been aller¬ 
gic to anything in his life. But he may be 
now-deathly so. 

On Thanksgiving Monday, while 
doing some work outside his Niagara- 
on-the-Lake home, he disturbed an 
underground hornets’ nest, and was 
soon surrounded by a swarm of angry 

They got him on the inside of his arm 
- he counted 16 stings, including five or 
six close to the veins on the inside of his 
wrist - but says at first his arm was just 
mildly itchy - it felt like it had been bitten 
by mosquitoes, only a litde worse, he 

He’s been stung many times before, 
hasn’t ever had a reaction to the sting. 
But he thinks the insects closest to his 
veins got their poison directly into his 
blood supply, and within about 10 min¬ 
utes, he wasn’t feeling well. When he 
realized his lips were starting to swell up, 
he decided he better find some benadryl, 
and when looking for it in the house. 
Unable to find the antihistamine, he 
woke up his wife, Nancy, who took one 
look at his swollen face and called 9-1-1. 

By the time the firefighters arrived, he 
said, he was dizzy, his vision had gone 
black and he was seeing stars. 

He was well on his way to uncon¬ 
sciousness - the firefighters couldn’t get 
a blood pressure reading - but he could 
hear what was going on around him. He 
was aware the firefighters were talking, 
but he couldn't see them. One of them, 
who knows Brazeau, said he wouldn’t 
have recognized him, his face was so 
badly swollen. 

The Old Town firefighters arrived just 
six minutes after the 9-1-1 call, Brazeau 
said - just a few more minutes and it 
would have been an emergency resusci¬ 
tation, he was told by the emergency 

“He said I was experiencing what 


people experience when they’re dying. 
On a scale of one to 10, my anaphylactic 
shockwasanine.” 

Paramedics arrived, got him into the 
ambulance and headed to the St. 
Catharines Hospital, lights flashing and 
sirens blaring. They made it from 
Brazeau's Simcoe St home to the Fourth 
Ave. hospital in an impressive 14 min- 

The first shot of epinephrine at the 
hospital didn't work, so the emergency 
room doctor gave him a second dose 
intravenously to '‘boot" his system, and 
that worked almost too well. “I thought 
my head was going to explode. I think 
that was the scariest part, that feeling.” 

Gradually, he began to return to nor¬ 
mal, but was kept in a large emergency 
holding room for observation for about 
six hours. He and Nancy had had their 
Thanksgiving dinner Sunday, but they 
had much to be thankful for Monday - it 
truly was a happy Thanksgiving, he said. 

He won’t go outside without an 
epipen - in fact he's purchased two, 
which he will make sure he takes with 
him when he goes away later this week 
on an annual golf trip. 

As a retired Niagara Regional Police 
officer, Brazeau says he knows emer¬ 
gency personnel don’t choose jobs in 
public safety because they want thanks 
- and they get very litde of it 

But NOTL firefighters have come to 
his rescue twice - the first time was five 
years ago this month, when the Queen 
St building where his real estate office 
was located was one of two destroyed by 
fire. They’re volunteers, he said, but they 
are top-notch professionals. 

He also has only good things to say 
about the health care system. When he 
has Toronto-area people looking at 
homes in the area, they always ask about 
hospitals, he says, and are sometimes 
nervous about the distance they would 
have to travel in an emergency. 

“Now I’ll be able to tell them, first 
hand, it takes just 14 minutes.” 
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“When the in-fighting, bickering and 
stubbornness reach comical levels 
ground the council chamber, it’s 
veteran politicians like...Jim Collard 
who act as the voice of reason and 
wrangle the discussion back down 
to reality.”

Help Rotary eradicate polio

Polio has almost been 
eradicated world-wide. 

Almost, but not quite. 

Afghanistan, Nigeria 
and Pakistan, the three 
countries still requiring 
vaccination blitzes, are 
some of the hardest-to- 
reach areas in the world, 
says Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Rotarian Patrick MacNeill, 
and some of the most 
dangerous. 

Just two years ago, 
India, the most populated 
country in the world, was 
declared polio-free, a 
huge gain for Rotary 
International, which took 
on the cause of polio vac¬ 
cination around the world 
in 1985. 

At that time, says 
MacNeill, there were 
about 350,000 new cases 
every year in 125 coun¬ 
tries. Since then, a num¬ 
ber of organizations have 
joined the Rotary cam¬ 
paign, most recently the 
Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundation, and every 
dollar donated by Rotary 
is matched by $2 from the 
Gates foundation. 

Last year, in those three 
countries remaining to be 
vaccinated, only 500 cases 
were reported, said 
MacNeill. 

In 1988, the World 
Health Assembly resolved 
to work on the eradica¬ 
tion of a disease that crip¬ 
ples and sometimes kills 
children, and since then 
Rotary has partnered with 
WHO, UNICEF and other 
agencies, helping to vac¬ 
cinate more than 2.5 bil¬ 


lion children and contrib¬ 
uting more than $1 billion 
to the global effort. 

In NOTL, members 
have not only raised 
money, but several have 
gone on mass vaccination 
trips to third-world coun¬ 
tries, including India and 
parts of Africa, said 
MacNeill. 

Although Rotary has 
set goals for total eradica¬ 
tion before and been dis¬ 
appointed, it’s now look¬ 
ing realistic to work 
toward a polio-free world 
by 2018, said MacNeill. 

Friday, Oct. 24 is World 
Polio Day, and Rotary 
Clubs around the world 
are organizing events to 
raise money for the Make 
Polio History campaign. 

In Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, club members will 
be walking around the 
indoor community centre 
track - the track the local 
Rotary club contributed 
$30,000 to - for a Walk-a- 
thon to End Polio, from 1 

Members may walk a 
lap or 100 laps, whatever 
they can manage - dis¬ 
tance doesn’t matter, he 

He's asking for help 
from the community - be 
a walker or a runner, get 
sponsors, recruit addi¬ 
tional walkers or sponsor 
a Rotary member who is 
walking, says MacNeill. 

Each vaccination costs 
about 60 cents, and with 
the Gates’ offer to match 
dollars two for one, the 
money raised will go a 
long way toward reaching 
the goal of final eradica¬ 
tion, he said. 

“It’s a terrible disease - 


it ruins people’s lives,” 
said MacNeill, “and it 
doesn't have to." 

Pledges for $25 or more 
are eligible for a tax 
receipt.
